D eath o f th e G reat J r a g e d i a n . 
John McCullough died a t his homo in 
Philadelphia on (Sunday the 8th inst. 
The 
I iplendidly robust man began first to show 
the signs of the dissolution of mind and 
body, the giving way of thefaculties during 
J the early p art of the season of 1883-4. 
lie 
1 played it through, and few of tho general 
public discovered th a t the mind was begili­ 
ning to lose its balance, th a t the brain 
was unsettled, and th a t rest from w’ork 
might even then prove ineffectual in bring- 
: lug about a restoration to health. McCul­ 
lough finished out the season after his 
break down in Chicago, and it was joyous 
relief for the actors who had been compelled 
for months to try as liest they could to 
cover up 
his rapidly failing condition 
and if possible, conceal from the audi­ 
ence th a t his mind was going as well as his 
physical powers. The story of his life there­ 
after is known to all. 
John McCullough was the son of an Irish 
farmer, aud was born near Londonderry, 
in 1837. 
Losing his father when young,his 
education devolved upon his uncle. The 
I boy came to New York in 1853, be­ 
ing 
alm ost 
penniless 
on 
landing. 
Drifting 
to 
Philadelphia 
he 
devoted 
himself to chairmaking, but soon left it to 
become an actor, on a salary of $4 a week. 
He played a number of years with Edwin 
Forrest. 
Mr. Forrest's 
appet1 in lion of 
McCullough lasted till his death, when he 
presented him with the m anuscript of the 
best plays. 
In 1881 he visited London, achieving a 
brilliant success. Each year seemed to 
| confirm Ins popularity, and so thoroughly 
had his leading roles become identified with 
his name, th a t it will lei long lief ore tho 
public will accept of any substitute. Hts 
iplendid physique and round, melodious 
voice supplied t he requisite tragic dignity 
and delighted the audience. 
His Brutus 
has rarely lieen equaled, wlule his Ghost in 
“Ham let’' surpasses anything th a t has pre­ 
ceded it. 
His disposit ion led him to make warm 
and fast friends everywhere, to whom he 
sacrificed both time and talents. 
Ile be­ 
came a victim to excessive hospitality, 
little dreaming of the terrible retribution 
that would follow this incessant drain uji- 
on his vitality. 
He l i v e d under high pres- 
»ure. lie drove the machinery of his con­ 
stitution to it# utm ost capacity w ithout 
rest for repairs. He broke down, and the 
engineers in examining the wreck found it 
irreparable.

A British cabinet council was held ut the 
official residence of the first lord of tho 
treasury on the 10th inst. The reply of 
King Theebaw to England’s ultim atum 
having been read, the cabinet declared war 
against Bummil, and a formal declaration 
of 
war, 
with 
the 
queen’s 
sanction, 
has 
lieen 
issued. 
The 
French 
gov­ 
ernment 
and 
the 
Burmese 
minister 
resident of Paris 
have been 
notified. 
All foreign subjects remaining in Burnish 
are required to come into the British lines. 
The British army of invasion is advancing, 
15,000 strong, the greater portion being in 
steamers. The first military operations 
will be the bombardm ent by the ironclad 
flotilla of the military forts. 
The immediate procuring cause of the 
declaration of war was the refusal of 
King Theebaw to withdraw his decree 
levying a tax of $1,250,000 on 
the 
Bombay A Burinah Trading company for 
alleged failure to observe their contract in 
connection with the lease of a large area of 
teak forests in Burmah, and his refusal to 
receive a British resident with a guard and 
commissioner to investigate the differences 
with the Bombay company. A war will 
necessarily result in the annexation of Up­ 
per Bummil,for a protectorate there would 
beout of th** question. The British govern­ 
ment might pbtee oh the “golden throne” 
the Mingohit prince, who lias a better title 
to it than Theebaw; but British inter­ 
ests 
could 
not 
be so well consulted 
by such an arrangement as by direct a l b a ­ 
tion. There is another Burmese prince liv­ 
ing on a pension of GOO rupees a month 
from the British government, at Ualcutta, 
but he in described as the worst tv j>e of Bur­ 
undi, and is hated a t Mandalay. 
As Lord 
Dufferin has been told by Lord Randolph 
Churchill, who is secretary of state for In­ 
dia. th a t he had better settle the Burmah 
business in his own way, with Churchill’s ap­ 
proval Dufferin has ordered an advance,and 
as Burundi will be subjugated, the British 
go i em inent will w ill not take any more risks 
and w ill probably attach Theebaw’s ter­ 
ritory, as far as the region of the Shun 
frit* s a t least, to British India. The.''hail 
tribes are, indeed, reported to lie desirous 
of British rule, and if the whole region is 
taken in, the Chint se frontier will touch 
th at of British India, and tin? proposed 
railroad to Chinese territory will probably 
be built.

A committee waited upon the president 
the othe r day and was addressed on Hie 
subject of Indian affairs. The president lis­ 
ten**! a'teiitively to the speakers, and as­ 
sured them of the deep interest he had in 
the Indian question. 
He reviewed briefly the many difficulties 
encountered in dealing with the question, 
which he acknow ledges! was a mo.-t import­ 
an t one, and said th at the great trou­ 
ble 
in his 
mind, 
was the first prac­ 
tical 
step 
to 
be taken iii improving 
the rondition of th* Indian. Shall we give 
them in«*re schools and churches, and agri­ 
cultural implements for ti*-** on the rest n a ­ 
tions, or shall we deed them iands in sever­ 
alty, and leave them to tbrir ow n resourc­ 
es.’ One trouble he found was to get rid 
of the influences of the old chiefs. Then, 
again, if we leave the Indians to themselves, 
and one becomes angry, a loud cry iroes all 
over the country that we are starving the 
Indians. How are we to get the Indians to 
mingle with the whites? We certainly cannot 
drive them off their reservation#. Is it latter 
to keep He m under tutelage where they 
ar**, or would tin ir civilization Im? better 
accomplished in some other way? 
The 
question is surrounded with difficulties, 
and the m ost im portant consideration, to 
my mind, at present is, what is the most 
useful tiling to Im* done? 
While it might 
not Im* well for the cause to disturb the I n ­ 
dians in their present homes, he believed j 
th a t the reservations would ultimately be 
given to them in severalty, aud the indians 
thrown on their own resources.

- The schools are fully equipped with libra­ 
ries and reference books necessary for 
studies in history, science and literature 
and with apparatus for the illustration of 
subjects in chemistry and natural philoso­ 
phy. Fourth There appears also in these 
schools th a t higher evidences of success 
which may lie called 
the 
atmosphere 
of the school expressed in the scholarly 
bearing of the. pupils, their love of study, 
and in their scholarly am bitions. 
Fifth— 
And, 
finally, 
in 
the 
explanation of 
the progress already noted, these schools 
appoint 
supervisors 
and 
prirrpffJals 
with a view to retaining them for some time.

Lord Bute’s Magnificent New Palace. 
The rebuilding 
of 
Mountstuart, 
Lord Bute’s place near Rothesay, has 
now been completed, and it is one of 
the most magnificent 
mansions in 
Groat Britain.

First,in hts 
opinion, clergymen are physically the 
laziest people in the wmrld; and sec­ 
ond many of them are invited to eat 
big dinners. 
For these reasons dys­ 
pepsia soon marks them for its own. 
Three teaspoonfuls of tea, made 
hot first in the dry teapot before add­ 
ing the hot water, will give you a 
stronger and better 
“drawing” than 
four which are thrown into a cold 
teapot aud immediately deluged with 
W iling water. 
There is a fine art 
in making tea. and it is very easily 
learned. 
A pretty way of arranging the ceil­ 
ing in a sitting room is to cover it 
with a small patterned, quiet looking 
chintz, over which place three inch 
.wide 
flat 
headed 
pine moldings, 
painted cream buff'color, and crossing 
each other in such a way as to divide 
tho ceiling into panels of about three 
feet square. 
Potato packages, 
made of grated 
raw potato, are a light breakfast dish. 
Grate eight large pared potatoes, put 
to them one and a half teacupfuls of 
milk, a beaten egg or two, a lump of 
butter the size of a walnut, pepper, 
salt, and enough flour to make a bat­ 
ter. 
Add a heaped teaspoonful of 
baking powder if only one egg is 
used. 
Drop irorn the spoon and fry 
in butter or dripping to a rich brow n. 
Custard to be served in cups w ith 
cake is made by adding three table­ 
spoonfuls of cornstarch to one quart 
of milk, rub the cornstarch smooth in 
a little cold milk, and when the quart 
of milk is boiling stir it in, when it 
thickens and bubbles remove it from 
the lire and acid the yolks of four 
eggs, well beaten, a lump of butter the 
size of a butternut, some nutmeg and 
lemon. 
Put it into tho cup, 
then 
make a meringue of the whites of the 
eggs with sugar, and put ou the top of 
tile custard. 
A nice way 
to servo eggs with 
broiled ham is to butter some patty 
tins, 
sprinkle with fine crumbs of 
bread, break an egg into a saucer 
and then, 
without 
disturbing the 
yolk, pour it into the tin. 
Set the 
t ns into a hot dripping pan and Jet 
them stand in the oven until the 
white is cooked. 
Then, after putting 
the thin slices of nicely broiled ham 
upon ab et platter, lake the eggs from 
the oven and turn out on the ham 
It 
is not necessary lo close the door of 
the oven while the eggs are in; in­ 
deed, it is better not to do so. 
^ 
Pity the sorrows of those families 
when the tea-kettle simmers all day 
long and is simply filled in from time 
to time at the top as it boils away. 
The late Charles Delmomco taught 
his friends how to boil water. 
The 
secret is to put good fresh w'ater into 
a clean, dry kettle, 
already quite 
warm, and then use* the freshly boil­ 
ing water immediately for tea, coffee 
or “the hot water breakfast drink” 
and before it gets sodden with boil­ 
ing. 
To let w'ater fteam until all the 
life is boiled out into the atmosphere 
of the kitchen and the dregs, only, 
left in the kettle is worse, Deimonico 
used to say, “than no water at all!” 
'I bis simply means that the tea-kettle 
must be emptied frequently and dried 
on the range so as to bo quite hot 
whoa the fresh water is put into it. 
The excellence of the following re­ 
ceipts for keeping tomatoes is vouched 
for by two good women who have 
proved its virtues for many years: 
Choose perfectly sound, ripe toma­ 
toes, tho skin must be uubroken. and 
the tomatoes must not be soft, but 
should be taken from the vines at the 
stage when they have just turned red; 
put them into a jar, and pour over 
them vinegar and water in the a p ­ 
portion of two quarts of water to one 
of vinegar; turn a plate over them, 
and put a weight upon it so that the 
tomatoes will all be kept well under, 
then tie a cloth over the jar, put the 
cover on and set it in a cool cellar or 
closet. 
Tomatoes preserved in this 
way have been known to keep for 
months: it is essential that the toma­ 
toes shall be kept covered with the 
vinegar and water, for if one even is 
not, it will decay and the ferment oc­ 
casioned by it will spoil all the others. 
To grill oysters, have the griddle 
ready as you do for hot cakes, heated 
for a considerable time before on the 
range. 
When the oysters are ready 
just touch the griddle over with but­ 
ter, or fat bacon, tied up in a dean 
white rag. 
Lay the oyster carefully 
on the hot surface with a spoon, and 
turn them with a spoon, not a fork. 
Hie whole secret of good grilled and 
panned oysters is to have them dry as 
drv can be, before cooking. 
Let them 
drain a long time in a colander and 
afterward pat them in a doubled over 
and thick “ tea towel,” until every 
particle of outside moisture is removed. 
It is the same way w ith panned oysters 
that are to be served on toast. 
The 
large piece of butter in the pan should 
be cooking, but not brown, before they 
are put in, and they should be so dry 
that they will immediately begin to 
brow'n in it. 
Thus the outside cooks 
plumps up immediately and all the 
juices are kept in the oyster, instead 
of being “ tried out” and leaving it 
tough by the longer cooking that is 
required to brow’u it when it is not 
perfectly dry to begin with.

j IVes*, is a twofold art—the art of poi­ 
soning combined with tho art of Im­ 
posing upon the credulity of ignorant 
people by a pretense of witchcraft. The 
Obeah man or woman is one of a great 
I guild or fraternity of crime. 
Hardly a criminal trial occurs in the 
different colonies in which he is not 
implicated in one way or other. 
His 
influence is unbounded, tho credulous 
peasantry holding him as prophet, 
priest, and king of the district over 
which he holds sway. If a negro maiden 
wants a charm to make her lover 
“good to her,’’if a man wishes to avenge 
a wrong, or to know the secrets of the 
future, the Obeah man is at hand to 
supply the means and to proffer his as­ 
sistance and advice. 
Under the title of “ bush doctor” he 
wandered from place to place at the 
cost of his dupes; supplied with food 
by one, with money by another, denied 
nothing. 
His pretensions are high, 
but be has means at hand to enforce 
them. 
He declares himself powerful 
to cure all diseases. 
He can protect a 
a crime; 
J he can even reanimate the dead. 
His knowledge of poisons is im- 
! meusc. 
Every bush and tree furnishes 
weapons for his armor}’. 
Unfortunate- 
; Iv, in too many instances, more effec- 
j tive agents are not w anting on his hand. 
; How many planters have had poison 
administered to them in their coffee, 
how many bookkeepers have come to 
an untimely end by the mixture of 
j grouud glass in their food may be seen 
{ in the records of the slave courts in 
the different colonies—Barbadoes and 
Jamaica especially. 
Next to cholera 
and yellow fever, Obeah was the grcat- 
j est danger which ever}’ white man con­ 
nected with tile administration of a 
! su^ar estate had to encounter. 
There is something indescribably 
sinister in the appearance of the Obeah 
man, which is readily observed by per­ 
sons who have mixed much with the 
negroes. 
Sometimes, as an outward

i roughly delineated ou the handle. Liz­ 
ards’ bones, cats’ claws, ducks’ skulls, 
grave dirt—that is, earth taken from 
the grave of a freshly buried corpse— 
hang in a bag at his side 
Ile has his 
cabalistic book (albeit be can seldom 
read), full of strange characters; crude 
figures aud roughly traced diagrams 
and devices, which he preteuds to con- 
suit in the exercise of his calling.

; torious thief, when I noticed ouc of 
these gentlemen enter the room: a very 
dirty handkerchief was bound tightly 
round bis bead, and from under his 
shaggy brows I could sec a pair of 
ama1! cunning eyes which never took 
their gaze from the face of the judge.

The journey on m ule-hack usually 
takes five days of travel at th e ra te of 
th irty o r forty miles a day, b u t good 
riders w ith relays of mules often m ake 
it iii less th a n three (lays.

Paym aster General Uncle star, in his an­ 
nual report to the secretary of war.shows:

signal service, $213,000 to the military 
academy, and $12,849,443 on the army 
payrolls. The am ount disbursed for the 
payment of mileage of officers was $ 155,-

T he gross earnings of the N orthern 
Pacific for October are the largest in 
th e history of th e com pany by over 
• 800,000. When the operating expenses 
an d taxes have been compiled, the net 
earnings will show an increase of som e­ 
where in the neighborhood of $150,- 
000, a s the decrease in expenses has 
been sufficiently large to m ake such a 
respectable showing. 


The grand jury of Philadelphia, in 
view of the large number of cases ol. 
wife-beating and assaults on women 
brought before them, report strongly• 
in favor of the revival of the whipping 
post for this class of offenders. 
Senti­ 
m ent is growing in th at direction 
throughout the country, but it is not 
likely that it will be crystalized Into 
legislative enactm ents just a t present.

Therccan be no 
doubt that the French Republic is 
placed in a posit ion of peril by the re­ 
cent elections. 
An alarm ing number

favor of replacing it by a monarchy- 
The Republic may be said to be still 
on trial. 
It will need all the a stu te­ 
ness, pat ienee, and patriotism of the 
Republic-aTHI1'idi i»n».un either side, to 
m aintain the present system , and tc 
avoid the danger of a throne being set 
up on its ruins.

Death of the Great T rag e d ia n . 


Jo h n McCullough died a t his homo in 
Philadelphia on Sunday th e 8 th inst. 
The 
•plendidly ro b u st m an began first to show 
the signs of the dissolution of mind and 
body, the giving w ay of the faculties during 
the early p a rt of the season of 1883-4. 
H e 
played it through, and few of th e general 
public discovered th a t the m ind w as begin­ 
ning to lose its balance, th a t the brain 
was unsettled, and th a t rest from work 
might even then prove ineffectual in bring­ 
ing a b o u t a resto ra tio n to health. 
Mc< 'ul- 
lough 
finished o u t the season after his 
break dow n in Chicago, and it was joyous 
relief for the ac to rs who had been compelled 
lor m onths to try as best they could to 
cover up 
his rapidly failing condition 
and if possible, conceal from the a u d i­ 
ence th a t his mind was going us well as his 
physical powers. The sto ry of his life there­ 
after is know n to all. 
Jo h n McCullough was the son of an Irish 
farm er, and was born n ear L ondonderry, 
in 1837. 
Losing his fath er when young,his 
education devolved upon his uncle. 
The 
boy cam e to 
New Y ork in 
1853, 
be­ 
ing 
ulm ost 
penniless 
on 
landing. 
Drifting 
to 
P hiladelphia 
he 
devoted 
himself to chair making, b u t soon left it to 
become an acto r, on a sa lary of $4 a week. 
He played a num ber of y ears w ith Edwin 
F orrest. 
Mr. F o rre st’s 
ap p eciatio n of 
McCullough lasted till his death , when he 
presented him w ith the m an u scrip t of the 
best plays. 
In 1831 he visited Lom lon, achieving a 
brilliant success. 
Each y ear seemed to 
confirm his p o p u larity , and so thoroughly 
had his leading roles become identified with 
his nam e, th a t it will I*e "long before the 
public will accept of any su b stitu te. 
H is 
iplendid physique and round, m elodious 
voice supplied th e requisite tragic dignity 
and delighted the audience. 
His B rutus 
has rarely been equaled, while his Ghost in 
“H am let” surpasses anything th a t has pre­ 
ceded it. 
H is disposition led him to m ake warm 
and fast friends everywhere, to whom he 
lacriiiced b o th tim e and talen ts. 
He be­ 
came a victim to excessive h o sp itality , 
little dream ing of the terrible retrib u tio n 
th a t would follow th is incessant d rain up­ 
on his v itality . 
He lived under high pres- 
*ure. 
lie drove the m achinery of his con-

Arid, 
finally,

explanation of 
the progress already noted, these schools

There is an o th e r class of high schools,rang­ 
ing second, w hich have gained much, and 
prom ise soon to be com plete, in all th a t 
belongs to schools of the first-class.

ond many of them are invited to eat 
big dinners. 
For these reasons dys­ 
pepsia soon marks them for its own. 
Three teaspoonfuls of tea, made 
hot first in the dry teapot before add­ 
ing the hot 
water, will give you a 
stronger and better 
“drawing” than 
four which are thrown into a cold 
teapot and immediately deluged with 
soiling water.

learned. 
A pretty way of arranging the ceil­ 
ing in a sitting room is to cover it

each other in such a way as to divide 
tho ceiling into panels of about three 
feet square. 
Potato packages,

butter the size of a walnut, pepper, 
salt, and enough flour to make a bat­ 
ter. 
Add a heaped teaspoonful of 
baking powder if only oue egg is 
used. 
Drop Irom tho spoou and fry 
in butter or dripping to a rich brown. 
Custard to be served iu cups with 
cake is made by adding three table­ 
spoonfuls of cornstarch to one quart 
of milk, rub the cornstarch smooth in 
a little cold milk, and when the quart 
of milk is boiling stir it in, w hen it 
thickens and bubbles remove it from 
the lire and add the yolks of four 
eggs, well beaten, a lump ot butter the 
size of a butternut, some nutmeg and 
lemon. 
Put it into tho cup, 
then 
make a meringue of the whites of the 
eggs with sugar, and put ou the top of 
tiie custard. 
A nice way 
to serve eggs with 
broiled ham is to butter some patty 
tins, 
sprinkle with fine crumbs of 
bread, break an egg into a saucer 
and then, 
without 
disturbing the 
yolk, pour it into the tin. 
Set the 
t us into a hot dripping pan and Jet 
them stand iu 
the oven uutil the 
white is cooked. 
Then, after putting 
the thin slices of nicely broiled ham 
upon a hot platter, take tiie eggs from 
the oven and turn out on the ham 
It 
is not necessary to close the door of 
the oveu wdule the eggs are in; in­ 
deed, it is better not to do so. 
■ 
Pity the sorrows of those families 
when the tea-kettle simmers all day 
long and is simply tilled in from time 
to time at the top as it bods away. 
The late Charles Delmonico taught 
his friends how' to boil water. 
The 
secret is to put good fresh water into 
a clean, dry kettle, 
already quite 
warm, and then use the freshly boil­ 
ing water immediately for tea, coffee 
or “the hot water breakfast drink” 
and before it gets sodden with boil­ 
ing. 
To let water steam until all the 
life is boiled out into the atmosphere 
of the kitchen and tho dregs, only, 
left in the kettle is worse, Delmonico 
used to say, “ than no water at all!” 
This simply means that the tea-kettle 
must be emptied frequently and dried 
on the range so as to be quite hot 
whon the fresh water is put into it. 
The excellence of the following re­ 
ceipts for keeping tomatoes is vouched 
for by two good women wrho have 
proved its virtues for many years: 
Choose perfectly sound, ripe toma­ 
toes, tho skin must be uubroken, and 
the tomatoes must not be soft, but 
should be taken from the vines at the 
stage when they have just turned red; 
put them into a jar, 
and pour over 
them vinegar and water in the pro­ 
portion of two (juarts of water to one 
of vinegar; turn a plate over them, 
and put a w'eight upon it so that the 
tomatoes w ill all be kept well under, 
then tie a cloth over the jar, put the 
! cover on and set it in a cool cellar or 
i closet. 
Tomatoes preserved in this 
way have been known to keep for 
months; it is essential that the toma­ 
toes shall be kept covered with tho 
I vinegar and water, for if one even is 
not, it will decay and the ferment oc­ 
casioned by it will spoil all tho others. 
To grill oysters, have the griddle 
ready as you do for hot cakes, heated 
for a considerable time before on the 
I range. 
When the oysters are roady 
; just touch the griddle over with but­ 
ter, or fat bacoD, tied up in a clean 
white rag. 
Lay the oyster carefully 
on the hot surface with a spoon, and 
turn them with a spoon, not a fork. 
I’he whole secret of good grilled and 
panned oysters is to have them dry as 
dry can be, before cooking. 
Let them 
drain a long time in a colander and 
afterward pat them in a doubled over 
and thick “ tea tow el,” until every 
particle of outside moisture is removed. 
It is the same way with panned oysters 
that are to be served on toast. 
The 
large piece of butter in the pan should 
be cooking, but not brown, before they 
are putin, ami they should be so dry 
that they will immediately begin to 
brow’n in it. 
Thus the outside cooks 
plumps up immediately and all the 
juices are kept in the oyster, instead 
of being “ tried out” and leaving it 
tough by the longer cooking that is 
required to browu it when it is not 
perfectly dry to begiu with.

Obeah in the West Indies, writes a | 
correspondent 
of 
The 
P h ila d e lp h ia 
fr e e s , is a twofold a rt—the art of poi­ 
soning combined with the art of Im­ 
posing upon the credulity of ignorant 
people by a pretense of witchcraft. The 
Obeah man or woman is one of a great 
guild or fraternity of crime. 
Hardly a criminal trial occurs in the 
different colonies in which he is not 
implicated in one way or other. 
His 
influence is unbounded, tho credulous 
peasantry holding 
him as prophet, 
priest, and king of the district over 
which he holds sway. If a negro maiden 
wants a charm to make her lover 
“ good to her,” if a man wishes to avenge 
a wrong, or to know tho secrets of the 
future, the Obeah man is at hand to 
supply the means and to proffer his as­ 
sistance and advice. 
Under the title of “ bush doctor” he 
wandered from place to place at tho 
cost of his dupes; supplied with food 
by one, with money by another, denied 
nothiug. 
His pretensions are high, 
but he has means at hand to enforce 
them. 
He declares himself powerful 
to cure all diseases. 
He can protect a 
man from tho consequence of a crime; 
he can even reanimate the dead. 
His knowledge of poisons is im­ 
mense. 
Every bush and tree furnishes 
weapons for his armory. 
Unfortunate­ 
ly, in too many instances, more effec­ 
tive agents are not wanting on his hand. 
How many planters have had poison 
administered to them in their coffee, 
how many bookkeepers have come to 
an untimely end by the mixture of 
grouud glas9 iu their food may be seen 
in the records of the slave courts iu 
the different colonies—Barbadoes and 
Jam aica especially. 
Next to cholera 
and yellow fever, Obeah was the great­ 
est danger which every white mau con­ 
nected with tho administration of a 
su^ar estate had to encounter. 
Thero is 
something 
indescribably 
sinister in the appearance of the Obeah 
man, which is readily observed by per­ 
sons who have mixed much with the 
negroes. 
Sometimes, as an outward 
and visible sign of his trade or calling, 
he carries about with him a staff or 
wand, with serpents wreathed about it 
or tho rude likeness of a human face 
roughly delineated ou the handle. Liz­ 
ards’ bones, cats’ claws, ducks’ skulls, 
grave dirt—that is, earth taken from 
the grave of a freshly buried corpse— 
hang in a bag at his side. 
He has his 
cabalistic book (albeit he can seldom 
read), full of strange characters; crude 
figures aud roughly traced diagrams 
and devices, which he pretends to con­ 
sult iu the exercise of his calling. 
On one occasion 1 happened to be in 
a courthouse during the trial of a no­ 
torious thief, whou I noticed one of 
these gentlemen enter the room: a very 
divty handkerchief was bound tightly 
round his head, and from under his 
shaggy brows 1 could see a pair of 
Kina'1 cunning eyes which never took 
their gaze from the face of the judge. 
The prisoner was undefended, and was 
final]} convicted, but 1 was afterward 
told that instead of employing a law­ 
yer he had retained for his defense this 
Obeah man, aud had actually paid aim 
the sum of 3 guineas for his services. 
The wizard had undertaken to “ fix tho 
eye” of the judge, and had persuaded 
the miserable dupe that this would in­ 
fallibly insure his acquittal. 
On another occasion a young negress 
was brought up charged with assault 
aud battery upon a very old man. 
He 
had scarcely taken his stand in the 
witness-box when she fell down in a tit 
and had to he carried out of the court. 
The case was adjourned till the next 
day, when,to my intense astonishment, 
the same thing was repeated. 
On the 
third occasion, when she was put iu 
the dock, I noticed her tremble all over. 
iSoon her face began to twitch and sud­ 
denly she fell down foaming at the 
mouth. 
It turned oiq that the witness 
was an Obeah man and he had trum ped 
up this charge against the child, and 
the mere sight of him standing up to 
accuse her had brought on the attack 
I have described.
